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STRIKES BACK. 


China Will Inaugurate the Policy 
of Retaliation. 


All Americans to Be Excluded From the 
Chinese Empire, 


SPECIAL STIPULATIONS IN EXISTING 
TREATIES IGNORED. 


The Course of the Peking Government 
Determined by the Anti-Chinese 
Legislation of the United States Oon- 
gress—Effect of the Monster Petition of 
400,000 Celestials to the Emperor— 
The Bill Which Passed the House 
Yesterday—Treaty Provisions. 


ew YorK, April 5.—Aletter from Shang- 

, China, saysthat Kaw Hong beng, Pri- 

ze Secretary of Prince Li Hung Chang, 

ina’s greatest statesman and Viceroy of 
-ne Province of Pehchinli, in a letter of date 
Feb. 6, concerning the* proposed movements 
of thé Chinese Government in regard to 
the emigration of Chinese to the United 
States, says now trouble Is likely to spring up 
from a new quarfer. China is apparently 
getting tired of a submissive diplomacy. This 
time trouble is likely to come between Ohina 
and the United States ifthe latter’s so-called 
**Chinese immigration laws’’ are carried to 
extremes. In November last a monster 
petition was received by the Emperor from 
the Chinese in the United States. These 
petitions expressed a fearthat they were to 
be driven out of the United States and a repe- 
tition of the massacre of Chinese in the 
Northwest of afew years’ back would take 
place. The matter was of such moment 
that the Board of Foreign Affairs, or 
Tsung Li Yamen, was directed to report to 
the General Council in a memorial tothe 
Emperor devising the best mode of circum- 
venting any disaster. The Tsung Li Yamen 
sent its reports to the six boards, together 
with a memorial tothe Emperor. 

This memorial sets forththe planof action 
to be adopted by the Chinese Government in 
case thé restrictive measures of the United 
States reach such a point that the treaties ex- 
isting between the two countries become 
violated in consequence. 

In the memorial tothe Emperor the Board 
of Foreign Affairs advises the Emperor that 
if the treaty be violated by the United States 
in any of its parts China will have the right 
then to declate al! of her treaty obligations 
with the United States atanend. Then, the 
board continues, for every steptaken by the 
United states aga'nst the Chinese, China can 
take even one, twoor more steps in retalia- 
tion. 

The first retaliatory move on China’s part 
will be the adoption of similar measures to- 
ward Americans in China to. those 
adopted by ten Americans toward 
If ore be excluded 
so will the other. 

The second retaliatory step will be the 
rescinding of all the concessions granted to 
America and Americansin China. Then will 
follow a series of exactions and imposts 
that were in force prior tothetreaty of 1844. 
American shipping will be excluded from 
China or placed under such heavy tonnage 
and port duties that it will no longer be 
profitable to send shipstoChina, heavy du- 
ties far beyond the present Chinese tariff 
now in force will be placed on all American 
goods coming here. In the matter of con- 
cessions alone America will have the wors 
ofit. Inalmost every treaty port portions 
of land are set apart for the use of 
Americans and are calledand known as the 
American concessions. In Shanghai alone 
the American concession contains an area 
about half as bigas New York City. This will 
either revert tothe Chinese or be ceded to 
some other power. 

A copy of the memorial of the Chinese, as 
well as a copy of the report of the Board of 
Foreign Affairs, was sent from Peking to 
Tsui Kwo /Yin, our Minister to the 
United States, instructing him to cable 
to his Government the enactment of any re- 
strictive law against Chinese emigration to 
the United States by the-Government of that 
country. Copies. of the memorial and 
report have likewise been sent to 
the Viceroys of the elghteen provinces 
in the Empire. These latter will 
oniy act upon the reception of instructions 
from Peking, but whatever action may be 
taken by the Chinese Government in China 
will be simultaneous and without nctice, 

The Secretary closes his letter with a 
declaration that it is not native, but 
naturalized Americans whoare against the 
Chinese in the United States. 

The latest return showing the  1lo- 
cation of Americans in China is that supplied 
by our Minister at Peking, which covers the 
year 1887. Accordingtothisreport the num- 
ber of Americans in China atthat time was 
1,022, while the number stated in the Chinese 
official returns, above given, for 1890 was 
1,153, showing an increase in three years of 
183. In1887 the Americans were resident in 
the following cities or treaty ports: Amoy, 
41; Canton, 75; Cheefoo, 87; Chinkiang, 77; 
Foochow, 51; Hankow, 49; Newchweng, 12; 
Ningpo, 186; Shanghal, 400; Tientsin, 186. 

The classification of American residents in 
1887, according to occupation, is given as fol- 
lows: sissionaries; 506; seafaring, 73; diplo- 
matic and consular, 28; mercantile, 23; in 
the Chinese service, 28; miners, 7; mining 
engineers, .6; machinists, 3; professors, 2; 
chemists, 1; the remainder being unclass!i- 
fied. it will be seen that the number of 
American residents there is not large, and 
that their interests are not extensive. Amer- 
icans, however, rank second among foreign- 
ers in China numerically considered, En.

TREATY RIGHTS, 


EMPORTANT PROVISIONS OF THE BURLINGAME 
TREATY AND SUBSEQUENT MODIFICATIONS. 

The agreement between China and Western 
mations, known as the Burlingametreaty was 
the first official acceptance by China of the 
principles of internationallaw. It wasnego- 
tiable by Minister Anson Burlingame signed at 
Washington in 1868, and soon afterward rati- 
fied by the Chinese Government. The 
articles of the convention, broadly stated, 
rovided that the privileges enjoyed by 
estern nations under international law— 
e right of eminent domain, the right of ap- 
inting Consuls at the ports of the Untted 
Erates and the power of the Government to 
rant or withhold commercial privileges and 
munities at itsown discretion, subject to 
treaty—should be secured to China. On its 
partsthat nation undertook to observe the 
corresponding obligations prescribed by 
international law to other peoples. Special 
rovisions in the agreement stipulated for 
ull liberty of conscience and worship for 
Americans in China and for Chinese 
in America. It was also. stipulated 
that Chinese in America and Americans in 
China shouid be guaranteed the enjoyment of 
all rights in respect of residence, trade and 
travelin each country enjoyed by citizens 
and subjects of the most favor nations, 
Reciprocal. rights were also guaranteed as to 
the establishment and maintenance of 
eer citizens of either country in the 
er

BARRING THE WAY. 


CONGRESS PASSES ANOTHER EXCLUSION ACT 
AGAINST THE CHINESE. 


WASHINGTON, D. 0., April 5.—The predic- 
tion of the Chinese residents in this country 
that Congress would pass further restriction 
measures against the coming of Celestials to 
the United States was amply verified by the 
action ofthe House yesterday. A bill was 
rushed through which practically bars 


the way against the subjects of the Emperor 
getting a foothold on American soil. It ab- 
solutely prohibits any Chinese, whether or 
not subjects of China (excepting diplomatic 
and consular officers and servants), from 
entering the United States, and the Chinese 
who may hereafter leave this country are 
prohibited from returning. It makes liable 
to arrest upon warrant issued by any Justice, 
Judge or United States Commissioner Ohinese 
entering the United States by crossing its 
boundary lines or found unlawfully in the 
United States, and provides for the punish- 
ment of the Chinese by imprisonment 
not exceeding five years and subsequent 
removal from the United States to the 
country whence they came; provided that 
when they came to the United States from 
China by way of contiguous foreign territory 
they shall be returned to China. The act 
applies to subjects of China and all Chinese, 
even if subjects of any other foreign Power. 

A proviso allows the Secretary of the 
Treasury to admit Chinese other than labor- 
ers or artisans t0 temporarily visit the 
United States under such rules as he may 
prescribe. The last clause repeals all acts in- 
consistent with this, and sets aside the pro- 
visions of all treaties now in force between 
the United States and China which may con- 
flict withthe provisions of this act. Viola- 
tion of the law willbe followed by fine and 
imprisonment. 

The measure was taken up, on motion of 
Mr. Geary of California, who said that the 
Chinese Government, both through its offi- 
cers athome and ip this country, had done 
everything inits power to violate the spirit 
of the treaty. Messrs. Herman of Oregon 
and Cutting of California also favored the 
bill, and, after further debate, it was passed 
by a vote of 179 yea$ to 43 nays.

In view of the action of the house the recent 
decision of the Supreme courtinthe case of 
Low Ow Bew, is important.

In September, 1890, he left 
the United States temporarily on a visit to 
relatives in China.| Before going he procured 
satisfactory evidence of his status as a 
merchant. He returned tothe United States 
after an absence of ayear. The Collector of 
Customs at San Francisco admitted the surf- 
ficlency ‘of the evidence he had secured to 
show that he was ‘a merchant domiciled in 
this country, but refusedto permit himto 
remain onthe ground that he had failed to 
procure the certificate of identification re- 
quired by sec. 6 Of the American restric- 
tion act to be obtained from the Chinese Gov- 
erninent py Chinese returning to the United 
States.

*‘*‘SWEATING”. 


The System Undergoing Investigation in 
Chicago. 

CHICAGO, April5.—Almost the first person 
toappear to-day in the Federal Court-room 
where the Congressional Committee has 
been investigating the ‘‘sweating’’ system, 
was Bishop Fallows, of the Reformed Episco- 
pal Church, ‘‘I’m not. here to give testli- 
mony,’’ he said, but ‘‘tolistento what the 


witnesses havetosay. Next Sunday I Intend 
to preach on this evil. The subject ought to 
be agitated untilthe public is aroused toa 
realization of the terrible conditions exist- 
ing.’’ 

Congressman Sherman Hoarof Massachu- 
setts examined the witnesses to-day. They 
were mostly from the iabor unions. The 
manufacturers were consp'cuous by their ab- 
sence. Onthe ground of unwarranted inter- 
ference with private business the few who so 
far have appeared have objected strenuously 
to the proposal that Congress enact a law re- 
quiring makers to tag every gar- 
ment so that there would be no 
dificulty in distinguishing garments made 
in ‘‘sweat holes.’’ The manufacturers 
generally contended that danger of contagi- 
ous diseases being communicated from cloth- 
ing coming from such dens was obviated by 
the usual ‘‘pressing,’’ the theory being that 
the heat from the Hat-irons was enough to 
kill the germs. 

Mr. Rothschild, a prominent manufacturer, 
when asked his objection toa national law 
and register tags, replied: 

‘*Well, I don’t want to give every lazy 
Irish, English, Scotch and American tailor 
the right to pry into my business.’’ 


ABBETT’S VETO. 


He Uses It Against the Reading Combine 
, Bill. 


TRENTON, N. J., April5.—Gov. Abbett this 
morning announced his disapproval of the 
bill to legalize the Reading Railroad combine 
and filed a memorandum setting forth his 
reasons therefor. He saysthere is no ques- 


tion of his righttoso acton bills atany time 
within the thirty days after the Leyislature’s 
adjournment. He questions the constitu- 
tionality of the act. 

In vetoing the Reading deal bill, Gov. Ab- 
bett filled a memorandum giving his reasons. 
The principal reason for his action its that 
the bill does not contain provisions for the 
proper protection or the consumer from the 
advance of coalin price. One section pur- 
ports tosuspend the operation of the act 
regarding the leasing of raliroads. This sec- 
tion does not comply with the requirements 
of the State constitution, which provides 
thmat *‘no law shall be revised or amended by 
reference to its title only, but the act revised 
or the section amended shall be inserted at 
length.’’ The failure of the bill to provide 
for the protection of the consumer is the main 
reason for not signing the bill.

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PISTOLS AND BOMBS. 


Package of Anarchist-Weapons Captured 
in Paris. 


POISON TO BE USED AS AN ADJUNCT TO 
DYNAMITE. 


European Police Vigilance Rewarded— 
Suicide Club Discovered in Bucharest 
—African Natives Cause Trouble—A 
French Bishop Mobbed — General 
Foreign News. 


PARIS, April 5,—The authorities are not re- 
laxing their vigor in searching out the anar- 
chists. To-day the police seized a package 
from St. Etienne, addressed to Matthieu, 
known to be a companion of Ravachol. The 
package contained revolvers and dynamite 
cartridges, and was evidently intended for 
use in committing more outrages. It is said 
that the police received warning about this 
package from one of the anarchists now 
under arrest, probably Chaumartin. The 
police have also been collecting evidence in 
regard tothe plan of certain anarchists to 
poison the food of wealthy people. They 
have proof, it is said, that several of the an- 
archists under arrest conspired to poison by 
wholesale the members. of one of the princi- 
pal Paris Clubs. One of them is alleged to 
have repeatedly applied for employment as 
waiter at the Club,and cipher correspondence 
found on him showsthat his object was to 
poison the viands ordrinks., 

Ravachol admitted toa magistrate yester- 
day that he wrote thearticle in the Journal 
International, describing the surest method of 
blowing up public buildings, and giving in- 
formation as to the manufacture of bombs 
and high explosives. Hetold the magistrate 
that the explosive he had employedin the 
Boulevard St. Germain and Lobau Barracks 
affairs was triple power dynamite. He 
charged his inf ernal machines with two kKlilo- 
grams of dynamite and two Kilograms of his 
own explosive. A sample of it has been sent 
tothe State Laboratory tobe tested. Two 
hundred cartridges, containing sixty-three 
and one-half pounds of dynamite, bave been 
stolen from the Nanneaux collieries at Liege. 

In tne Russo-German frontier towns con- 
tinual search is being made for Nihilistic 
documents and bombs. The frontier guards 
have been considerably strengthened and all 
persons passing the frontier are strictly ex- 
amined. These measures have been brought 
about by information from the Paris police 
that a great part ofthe dynamite cartridges 
which were lately stolen ina suburb of Paris 
were conveyed to Switzerland, whence they 
are to be smuggled into Russia. It is stated 
that already several members of the St. 
Petersburg police have left for Switzerland, 
as a compromising correspondence was 

found in the possession of Engineer Lelowel, 
who was lately arrested at a Russo- Austrian 
frontier station. 

Fourteen French Anarchists bave been ar- 
rested at Barcelona and will probably be ex- 
pelled from Spain, _

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS, 
AFRICAN REBELS CAUSING TROUBLE—A BISHOP 
MOBBED. 

LONDON, April5.—A dispatch from Tripoli 
states thatthe country is greatly disturbed 
by tribal disputes. The caravantrade in gold 
dust, ivory, ostrich feathers and other arti- 
cles brought from Central Africa has been 
abandoned, asthe roads are so unsafe that 
merchants will not venture to send their 
goods along.them. The two Arab tribes, the 
Mesurata and Zelaten,whose territory is near 
the coast, are engagedin continual conflicts, 
and a large number of combatants on both 
sides bave been killed. 


NO GENERAL TREATY PROPOSED. 

LonpDowN, April 5.—In the House of Commons 
to-day, Mr. Labouchere asked whether the 
Government intended to seek the adoption 
by Great Britain and the United States of a 
general treaty of arbitration for the settle- 
ment of any disputes that might arise be- 
tween the two nations. Mr, Lowther, in be- 
half of the Foreign Office, said that Great 
Britain did not intend to seek for the passage 
of sucha treaty; that disputes frequently 
arose that could probably be submitted to ar- 
bitration, but there were some differences 
that conid not be decided in that manner. 
The reply of Mr. Lowther was received with 
manifest disappointment by many of the 
members on the Liberal side, as there is a 
strong movementin favor of a permanent 
treaty of arbitration with the United States. 


BOTH SIDES APPEAL. 

ROTTERDAM, April 5.—Capt. Bakker, com- 
mander of the Netherland- American steam- 
ship Obdam, who was recently convicted of 
manslaughter for shooting and killing a fire- 
man on that vessel about a year ago while on 
a voyage from New York to Rotterdam, has 
appealed from the sentence of one year’s im- 
prisonment imposed upon him. The public 
prosecutor has on the other hand appealed 
against the leniency of the sentence imposed 
on Capt. Bakker. 


SUICIDE CLUB. 

BUCHAREST, April 5.—Five cadets in the 
Roumanian military school in the town of 
Cratovia have committed suicide by shooting 
themselves with revolvers. They belonged 
toa secret organization known as the ‘‘sSui- 
cide Club,’’ which consisted of nineteen 
members. Each person admitted to mem- 
bership in the gruesome circle has solemnly 
sworn to commit suicide when his name was 
drawn. 


MOLTKE IN LITERATURE. 

Loxpon, April 6.—Another volume of the 
works of the late Count Von Moltke has just 
been issued, It includes a youthful novel, 
‘*Two Friends,’’ and ‘*Thoughts of Comfort 
Regarding Earthly Life and Reliance on Eter- 
nal Life,’’ in which Von Moltke shows him- 
self a believer in future life of the most toler- 
ant type, admitting the efficacy of prayer 
whether Christian, Buddhist or Mohamme- 
dan. 


A BISHOP MOBBED.

Other Senators interposing with sugges- 
tions that armyand navy officers were de- 
tailed for service at foreign legations 
for military instructors, at State insti- 
tutions, and for other services in 
eivillife, elicited from Mr. Palmer the reply 
that one ofthe misfortunes connected with 
our late civil war was that our ideasof civil 
government had become confused and we 
approved now what we should never have 
tolerated and had come to look upon army 
officers as a superior class. Theidea that 
Congress could authorize the President by 
mere detall to fill an office which Congress 
had created was one to which he would never 
consent. 

THE HOUSE. 

Mr. McMillin moved that the House go into 
Committee of the Whole on the free wool 
bill, and pending that he moved to lunit the 
debate to half an houro neach side. Mr. 
Burrows wanted more time for amendments 
and moved to make the time an hour on each 
side. He demanded the yeas and nays, 
which were ordered.

THE EVE OF BATTLE. 


To-Night Closes Rhode Island’s Hot- 
test Campaign. 


BOTH SIDES CONFIDENT OF VICTORY TO- 
MORROW. 


Ex-Secretary McCulloch Gives His Views 
on the Silver Question—Senator Peffer 
Interviewed as to the National Oan- 
didates—A Woman Defeated by Her 
Own Sex—Political Drift. 


PROVIDENCE, R, I., April 5.—The eve of the 
political battle which is to be fought to- 
morrow finds the work of preparation almost 
finished and both parties still professing con- 
fidence as to the result which each-asserts to 
be complete or partial victory for its side. 
The prospect is, however, none the less very 
uncertain, and all sorts of wagers are being 
made on the result of the contest. But only 
the counting of the votes can give any definite 
decided conception as to how the fight will 
end. The Democrats wound up most of 
their rallies last night, though they will have 
seven to-night. None of them will be of very 
large dimensions, the greatest efforts and 
biggest speakers having already been put 
forth. The Republicans, however, have re- 
served some of their powerful ammunition 
for a parting shotto-niight. They have 
thirteen meetings arranged for this last night 
of the campaign in various parts of the State. 
The principal ones will be in Pawtucket 
and Newport. In the former place 
Congressman Burrows of Michigan will hold 
forth as well as at Central Falls, nearby. At 
Newport ex-Speaker Reed and Speaker Bar- 
rett of the Massachusetts House of Repre- 
sentatives will be the leading speakers. Sec- 
retary Tracy, who spoke in this city last 
night, left for Washington this morning.

McCULLOCH ON SILVER. 


EX-SECRETARY Is OPPOSED TO ANY 


CHANGE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 5.—Under date 
of March 23 Hon. Horatio C. King wrote a 
letterto Hon. Hugh McCulicch, who was 
Secretary of the Treasury for four years, 50- 
liciting his views on the proposition for free 
coinage of silver. Mr. McCulloch’s reply is 
as follows: 

Mr. Horatio King: 


DEAR Stn—Yours of the 29th ult. has been re- 
ceived. The silveror bimetailic question has been 
for many years a very interesting questiou to the 
poorie of the United states. The recent vote in the 

louse may prevent any important action upon it at 
the present session of Congress, but it isa question 
which is not likely to be settied at an early day. 

I gave this subject considerabie attention when I 
was Secretary or the Treasury some years ago and 
the opinion I formed then bas not been changed, 
The full expression of this opinion was presented in 
the first and second of my lectures at the Cambridge 
University in 1879. 

The most earnest advocates of the free coinage of 
silver in the United States, without rogard to the 
action of other nations, are the owners of silver 
infues atid the debtor class, which in ail enterpris- 
ing countries is oyerwhelmingty the larger class. In 
all such countries the borrewers are ntrmerous, the 
lenders comparatively ‘few. ‘The borrowers, as a 
class, are eatnestly in favor of a liberal supply of 
currency, whether depreciated or not. The lenders, 
as a Class, aré as earnestly in fayor of such restric- 
tion of the issue as will prevent depreciations. 

The comparative vaiue of the two metais is now, 
by international accord, fixed as far as it can he, one 
to sixteen—so that one ounce of gold is worth six- 
teen of silver, and this will continue to be their 
coinparative value, unless new and rich mines of 
one or the other shall be discovered, But while this 
has been agreed upon, it has been found necessary 
by the leading nations to admit the coinage of silver 
or its legal tender value. 

It has been found impossible forthe United States 
without .he co-operation of other nations to give to 
the two metais equal speculative value. Hence, the 
insuperahie objection io the free coinage of silver. 
Being the Inferior metal. it would drive gold out of 
circulation and we should have for a standard a 
metal constantly tluctaatingin value to the great 
prejudice of ali legitimate business. 

If 1 were im a position to advise Congress I should 
say, let us go Oli as We are now going. et the coin- 
age of silver goon with arestriction upon its legal 
tender quality. Let us profit by our own experi- 
ences. Let us profit aiso by the’ action of Great 
Britain, the wisest of nations, in which silver coins 
have a free an‘ large circulation without disturbing 
the supremacy of gold, Very truly yours,

Five Tons of Gun Cotton Exploded 
in St. Petersburg. 


Nine Workmen Blown to Pieces by the 
Accident “ 


NOT A TIMBER'LEFT STANDING OF THE 
POWDER FACTORY. 


Portions of Dismembered Bodies Found 
250 Yards Away—Careless Handling 
of Smokeless Powder Oaused the Dis- 
aster— A Washout Causes a, Fatal 
Wreck in Minnesota—Conductor Killed 
—The Casualty Record. 


ST. PETERTBURG, April 5.—This city was 
thrown intoa state ofthe most intense ex- 
citement last night by a most terrific ex- 
plosion. So much has been heard dere lately 
of the fendish work of Anarchists that for a 
time everyone believed that they had at- 
tempted to destroy some of the public streets, 
It was soon learned, however, thatthe ex- 

dosion was due toan accident at the State 
factory of the manufacturer of smokeless 
powder, where filme tonsof gun cotton had 
exploded. Theshock ofthe explosion was 
tremendous. The whole city was shaken and 
houses swayed on their foundation from the 
effect of, it was thougnt, anearthquake. Ag 
soon as it was ascertained that the explosion

The bullding in which 
the gun cotton had been stored 
was nowhere to be seen. It had been blown 
into splinters. Nine workmen were in the 
building when the explosion took place, and 
every one of them were blown to picces. A 
search was made for the remnants of their 
bodies and some of their limbs were 


found 250 yards away from the building. 


.The gun cotton was stored in a separate 


building, and tothis maybe attributed the 
fact that the loss of life was not mucb great- 
er. The adjoining factories were greatly 
damaged and five workmen in them were in- 
jured, Housesa mile and a quarter away 
from the scene were made to tremble by the 
shock of the explosion. Windows were shat- 
tered and crockery and glassware were 
thrown to the floor and smashed. The loss 
from these causes alone will be quite heavy. 
There is no possible way of ascertaining how 
the explosion occurred, as every man jn the 
gup cotton building is dead. It is thought,

Street Cleaners Will Not Be Put to Work 
for a While. 

The Utopian schemef of Street Commis 
sioner Murphy and his general superintend- 
ent, John Duffy, of putting 1,000 starving 
laborers to work at cleaning the dirty streets 
of the city has vanished like an evanescent 
dream, Mr. Murphy received a communica- 
tion from the Mayor this morning asking him 
not to proceed inthe matter until he had 
a conference with him and the 
Comptroller. The cruel hard logic 
of finance plays an important part in schemes 
of the city to alleviathe the distress of the un 
employed. Friday a delegation of 150 labor- 
ers and cart-drivers called atthe City Hall 
and demanded work. They got no satisfac- 
tion but the demonstration thsy made 
and their determined manner showed the 
necessity of taking some action to meet the 
demands of a body of men whose votes 
niean a great dealin city elections. 

Messrs. Murphy and Duffy held a 
conference Saturday evening and an- 
nounced that they would put 1,000 
street laborers and 300 carts to 
work Monday morning. The rain 
interfered yesterday and to-day the Mayor’s 
messave caused another postponement of 
the work. Mr, Murphy said this morning 
that he believed the \ayor’s idea in having 
them go slow in the matter was 
the result of a conference with the 
Comptrolier, who was averse to having 
the city contract any obligations which it 
was not presently able tomeet. ‘‘I think 
the Comptroller is right,’’ added Mr. Mur- 
phy.

STRUCK HIM DUMB.

Fred Eberhardt Rendered Speechless by 
a Stroke of Lightning. 


A MEDICAL EXAMINATION FAILS TO RE- 
VEAL ANY OTHER INJURIES, 


The Current Passed Through His Body 
From Head to Foot and Tore the Sole 
Off His Shoe—How the Election Is Go- 
ing in “East St. Louis—East Side 
Happenings. 


Lightning played a queer prank yesterday 
when it struck Fred Eberhardt just as he was 
passing through a doorway over which a 
horseshoe was nalled. Eberhardt, who re- 
sides at 1240 St. Louis avenue, isa stationary 
fireman, being employed in the engine-room 
at the Heim Brewery. He had carried a 
shovelful of cinders out to the rear 
of the brewery and was returning 


tothe engine room when he was struck by 
lightning just as he was passing through the 
doorway. The flash momentarily blinded 
nim, and he was so shocked by the electric 
current which passed over his body that he 
stood for sometime as if rooted to the spot. 
When he had partially recovered his cor- 
posure and attempted to call to the other 
workmen in the brewery he found to 
his amazement that he was unabieto uttera 
sound. He had been struck speechless. He 
was assisted to his home, and it was some 
time before he recovered from his dazed con- 
dition, but to-day he is apparently well as 
ever, with the exception that he is still un- 
able tospeak. Hits hearing was not tn the 
least impaired. He listens interestedly to 
the conversation of his family 
or friends and answers questions put 
to him with a nod or shake of the head, but 
he seems to have lost the power of Speech en- 
tirely, asheis unable to utter a sound that 
may be interpreted as a word of meaning. It 
appears that the bolt of lightning which 
struck Kberhardt passed over an electric wire 
and through a horseshoe before it reached 
him. The horseshoe was nailed 
above the doorway and the elec- 
tric wire ran through or very close 
to it. The Hghtning burned the wire and 
must have passed over the horse-shoe, as 
when the latter was taken down it was 
found to be perfectly magnetized. Eber- 
hardt was struck by the current on top of the 
head. ‘ihe current then passed down the 
right side of his body and through the shoe 
on his right foot to the ground. It tore 
the sole from the shoe and 
separated several hob-nails from the 
leather. Several physicians have examined 
Eberhardt and are much puzzled over his 
conaition. They have been unable to find 
any injury to the organs of speech, and think 
that the man is only affected by shock. Itis 
their opinion that he will regain the power 
of speech in time, probably slowly and by 
degrees.

the house occupled by the Deemings at Wind- 
sor, a suburb of this city, and for whose mur- 
der Deeming is now in custody, opened in the 
city court-room to-day. The case has lost 
none of its interest to the  peo- 
ple of Melbourne, who are thoroughly 
acquainted with all the crimes attributed 
to the prisoner and the room was crowded 
with a throng of eager listeners. The great- 
est curiosity was manifested to get a view of 
Deeming, and he afforded the spectators the 
desired opportunity by seating himself in 
front of the prisoner’s dock, where everyone 
could plainiy see him. The first evidence 
submitted was that of the doctor who found 
the body. His testimony was -read. The 
owner of the house in which the body was 
found then identified Deeming as the man 
who had hired the room from him, giving his 
name as Drourin. 

There was intense excitementasthe wit- 
ness gave the ghastly details of the finding of 
the body, which, he said, had been doubled 
up, evidently with the object of saving labor 
in digging the grave and to allow of its easier 
handling by the murderer. The police also 
gave evidence regarding the discovery of the 
body. 

Several witnesses were called who identi- 
fled Deeming as the husband of the dead 
woman. 


The next witness was Hershfield, who went 
to Perth, Western Australia, to identify the 
prisoner. He narrated a conversation he 
had had with Deeming on board the steamer 
in which the accused was conveyed from 
Perth to Melbourne. Mr. Hershfield said that 
Deeming had manifested extreme curiosity 
tolearn how the body looked whenit was 
found, andthat he had madea number of 
incriminating remarks. 

At this point ofthe proceedings the inquest 
was adjourned for luncheon, Throughout 
the hearing Deeming wore a careless air, 
andon several occasions laughed loudly at 
some of the statemetns made bythe wit- 
ness. 


BATTLE WITH CONVICTS, 


SPANISH PRISON AUTHORITIES QUELL A 8STAM- 
PEDE. 

MADRID, April5.—A dispatch from Granada, 
the capital ofthe Province of that name in 
Andalusia, states that a serious revolt 
occurred among the convicts tn the prison 
there. The Director of labor at the prison 
gave certain orders regarding the work the 
prisoners were to perform. The latter 


refused to obey the orders and threatened 
the director of the labor with violence if he 
attempted to eniorce them. The warders 
were powerless to guell the insubordination, 
and were com pelled to summon 
the gendarmes to_ restore descipline 
in the prisons. When the gendarnmies 
arrived the prisoners were ordered to 
return to theircells. They refused to obey, 
and the officer in command of the gendarmes 
‘ordered his mento fire upon the convicts. 
The gendarmes immediately complied with 
the order, with the result that two convicts 
were killed and two were fatally wounded. 
The others were cowed by the prompt ac- 
tion of the gendarmes and at once submitted 
to the orders of the warders and returned to 
their cells. 

The director of labor, whose treatment of 
the convicts caused the outbreak, will be dis- 
missed from his position. The chief warder 
is also responsible to a certain extent 
a mutinous spirit displayed by the con- 
victs.

THE HEAVIEST RAINFALL RECORDED 
FOR MANY YEARS. 


A Snow Blockade Has Suspended Business 
in the Northwes —Reports of Disaster 
From a Dozen States—Much Damage 
Done to Farm Houses, Bridges and 
Live Stock. 

REDFIELD, S. D., April 5.—The severest 
storm that has ever visited this section is 


raging here. It commenced with rain and is 
increasing in fury. About noon yesterday 


‘the rain changed to sleet and snow and with 


a high wind has practically suspended all 
business. The wind is driving the snow at 
burricane velocity. All train service on the 
Northwestern road is abandoned here. 
Snow, west of here, is drifted to enormous 
heights. Fully four inches of snow on the 
level has fallen. The oldest citizens say this 
is the greatest fall of moisture for this season 
of the year since the earlier seventies. 
Merchants and farmers are jubilant and in- 
dicate no displeasure at the temporary dis- 
comforts of travel and hindrance to trade. 

The storm is growing more violent every 
hour. A furious blizzard is raging north, the 
wind sweeping over the prairies at a 
tremendous velocity. Many have ieft their 
supply of wood dwindle during the recent 
warm weather. If many lives are not sacri- 
ficed it will be providential. 


MISSOURI. 

KANSAS CiTY, Mo., April 5.—A storm of 
wind and rain bas done great damage 
throughout the State, and its passage 
this city yesterday caused a 
**cyclone panic.’’ Reports of losses and in- 


juries from its progress came from Tuscum- 


bia, Versailles, Arcadia, Lexington, Moberly, 
Carrollton, Ste.

In the same territory the total sales of 
the Republic were less than 14,500. This 
is not an estimate but is based on reliable 
information. 

To sum up, the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH 
printed 8 pages more than the poor old 
Republic, 30 columns more reading mat- 
ter, 26 columns more paid advertising, 
1,061 more ‘‘small ads’’ from the people, 
672 more square inches of illustrations and 
had more than TWICE double its circula- 
tion in the city and suburbs. 
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THE Paddock ‘‘Pure Food’’ bill is a 
specimen of the most pernicious pater- 
nalistic legislation. In the first place it 
undertakes to supersede the police power 
of the States over matters of sanitary regu- 
lation by a most remarkable expansion of 
the Federal power to regulate interstate 
commerce. In the next place it proposes 
to annex to the Agricultural Department 
a bureau of inspection with a blackmail- 
ing power over interstate commerce which 
cannot be safely intrusted to bureau offi- 
cials. The authority to subject every ar- 
ticle of food, medicine or drink to a costly 
chemical analysis and to exclude con- 
demned brands or trade marks at will 
from the channels of commerce between 
the States, is too inquisitorial and too 
susceptible of abuse. The bureau ap- 
pointed and controlled at Washington to 
exercise such a power, could afford the 
people very little protection which they 
cannot better provide for themselves by 
local legislation and would be extremely 
liable to degenerate into a hot-bed of cor- 
ruption and fraud. 


NOWHERE else are the influences of cor- 
ruption so strongly intrenched as in Rhode 
Island. The State has been in the hands 
of the Republicans for nearly forty years, 
and they are cunningly using an old and 
unjust system to defeat the will of the 
people. A majority is necessary to elect a 
Governor. If neither candidate can secure 
this the election goes to the Legislature, 
which is well protected by a gerrymander, 
This has been going on for years. A 
Democratic victory to-morrow, followed 
by one in November, would mean the re- 
peal of the infamous majority rule and the 
admission of the people to a share in the 
government. 


THE situation in Rhode Island is re- 
markable for a free country. The ques- 
tion is not so much whether a majority of 
the people want to vote the Democratic 
ticket, but whether a political machine 
strongly entrenched in the control of the 
State, wielding the power of capitalistic 
combination and having an enormous cor- 
ruption fund, can defeat the will of the 
people. It is a struggle between the 
people and the-plutocratic bosses and the 
result of to-morrow’s election will be 
awaited with interest. 


THE Czar and his subjects seem to differ 
widely on-the question of the need of Rus- 
sia for relief from other countries, The 
Americans who have gone to Russia in con- 
nection with the gifts of food sent from 
this country have been received with honor 
and gratitude despite the Ozar’s repellant 
remarks.

Recorder of Voters Carlisle Says It 
Must Prevail in the Primaries. 


They Will Be Held Under the Austra- 
lian Law. 


MAYOR NOONAN’S EFFORTS TO CAPTURE 
THE DEMOCRATIC COMMITTEE. 


Chairman Estes Says He Will Not Be 
“Turned Down,” But in All Probabil- 
ity Will Resign to Run for Circuit 
Judge—The Hoodlums and Silks Will 
Fight It Out—Political News. 


The City Democratic Committee will meet 
to-night and a rather brisk time is expected. 
The committee has before it a number of 
matters to settle, the most important of 
which is itsown political complexion. ‘‘Is 
the committee Noonan or anti-Noonan?’’ is 
the question. This will be decided probably 
by the election of members for the Fourth 
and Twenty-second Wards in the places of 
Mr. Cooney, deceased, and Mr. Goode, re- 
signed. 

Then will arisethe question of how to elect 
delegates tothe three approaching conven- 
tions. The first on May 11, at Se- 
dulla, is to select delegates for 
the National Convention at Chicago, 
this to be followed later by the State and Ju- 
dicial Conventions. The committee does not 
want to adopt the Filley plan and elect dele- 
gates to all three conventions at once, and on 
the first convention is divided as fo the man- 
ner of selecting its delegations. The new law 
as to priimmaries says: 

All primary elections hereafter held 7 any polit- 
ical party having poiled at least one-fourth of the 
total vote castatthe next preceding general elec- 
tion, for the purpose of nominating candidates for 
public offices, or for the election of delegates toa 
party convention held for the purpose of nominating 
candidates for public offices in cities of 300,000 in- 
habitants or over, shall be heid under and subject to 
the folowing provisions. 

DO KOT AGREE, 

On the interpretation of this section some 
of the commiftee members and Recorder of 
Voters Carlisie disagree. Hie holds that the 
selection of delegates to elect delegates must 
be done underthis primary law, while some 
of the committee hold that delegates to a 
national convention are not officers, and that 
all that is necessary isto electthe Sedalla 
delegations by mass meeting. 

There has been a sort of lingering hope in 
the committee that delegates could be select- 
ed under the old primary system where the 
Central Committeemen chose the judges and 
clerKs and picked cut the polling places, 
thereby practically controlling the whole 
election, but the last hope tn that direction 
has been banished-by hkecorder Carlisle, who 
says: ‘‘Ican’tunderthe new laws let them 
have copies of the poll books.’’ Sothat the 
old-fashioned cut and dried primaries are 
dead and buried. 

Recorder Carlisle was seen this morning in 
his office and asked what was to be done. He 
said: 

‘*T don’t Know yet how the Democrats will 
elect their delegates, butI don’t think they 
will elect for three conventions at once, AS 
to the power of the central committee it can 
cali thé primaries and thatis all. Ishallap- 
point the judges and clerks and 
select the polling places and the voting will 
be doneunder the Australian system. The 
law is plain. It says there shall be two poll- 
ing places in each ward, selected by the hKe- 
corder. 

‘*As to delegations the law says: 

Any number of qualified voters of a ward, but not 
less than twenty in number, may by petition and by 
depositing with the Recorder of Voters the sum of 
$iv¥, have placed upon the ballot a delegation 
selected’ by them; and any citizen possessing the 
qualifications of a votey may become a candidate at 
such primary ejection by depositing with the Re- 
corder of Voters the sum of sto for each aud every 
ward in which he may be a candidate. 

‘*That shows clearly my duty as tothe hold- 
ing of the primary and the making up of the 
tickets. Now,as to judges and clerks the 
next section of the law says in plain terms: 

Each delegation may submit alist if five names 
for each poiling place in the ward, from which Lists 
the recorder of voters shall appoint two, one to 
act as judge the other as cierk. 

‘*That settles the judges and clerks, so you 
see the whole thingis simple and plain. All 
these people who are preaching. square deal 
and fair play can have it under this law, and 
if they object to the law it can only 
be takenas evidence that they don’t want 
fair play.’’ 

ESTES WILL RESIGN. 

Chairman Estes was seen this morning and 
questioned in regardtoa report tothe effect 
that he was to be ‘‘turned down’’ by the 
anti-Noonan element which hada caucus of 
sixteen out of the twenty-eight committee- 
men, Mr. Estes said: 

‘*‘I can’t be ‘turned down,’ the committee 
did not elect me and has nothing to do with 
it, sothat isall nonsense. Astothe caucus I 
have heard it, but know nothing about it, as 
I have made no effort to find out. I presume 
that the usual fight for the control ofthe 
committee is going as it always does in cam- 
paign time and it is perfectly natural that 

th sides want to have the say so.’’ 

‘*Are you going to resign?’’ 

**] don’t Know yet. lam thinking of making 
the race for Oireult Judge, andif 1 decide to 
go so, Which I probably shall, 1 will resign 
from the committee.’’ 

‘*Who controls the committee now, the 
Noonan or the anti- Noonan side?’’ 

‘*That I cannot say. You will be better able 
to tellafterthe meeting to-night.’’ 

The candidates for the two vacancies in the 
committee are Clarence Hoblitzelle, Ed Gart- 
land, Delegate Courtney and Delegate Dacy. 

The rumors are that Noonan is making tre- 
mendous efforts to control the committee and 
is promising everything. The other sideis, 
however, working just as hard, so that it is 
impossible to tell how the thing will turn out. 

PUTTING ON THE SCREWS. 

Reports of City Central Committee deals 
flew thick and fast about the City Hall to- 
day. Thosein a position to Know said the 
office-holding City Central Committeemen 
would come to grief if they did not support 
the Noonan candidates for the Fourth and 
Twenty-second Ward vacancies. The cur- 
rent of gossip showed that the Noonanese 
wanted Ed Gartiand to take the place made 
vacant in the Fourth Ward by the death of 
Committeeman Cooney, and that nothing 
would be left undone to land him tn the com. 
mittee. Gartland is a member of the 
sprinkling inspection corps and fa prominent 
member of *‘de push.’’ One of the reports 
was that Committeeman Andy Boland 
of the Seventeenth Ward was to 
be relieved of his positiou as 
an inspector in the Water Rates office unless 
he supported the Mayor’s friends at to- 
night’s committee meeting. Inthe wake of 
this report came the story that Fumigator 
Fogarty of the Health Department had 
been relieved of his berth by 
Noopan rule because of the 
of his brother-in-law, Committeeman 
Fitzgerald of the Twenty-fourth Ward, 
to promise his support to Gartiand. Inquir 
was made at the Water Rates and Health of- 
fices this afternoon, and in reply the heads of 
both denied the stories.

THE RIVERMEN’S STRIKE. 


The Situation Unchanged—A Number of 
Boats Get Out. 


The situation in the’ ’longshoremen and 
roustabouts’ strike onthe Levee to-day re- 
mains unchanged. Three boats left the city 
yesterday, butten are still tied up at the 
wharf. Four of these are the Dig 


Anchor Line Mail Steamers and of these two— 
the City of Providence and the Crystal City— 
willleave to-night. The City of SheMeld of 
the Cherokee line, and the Spread Eagle of 
the Diamond Jo line will also go out this 
evening regardless of the strikers or the 
freight they carry, 

The White Eagle came ip this morning from 
the North loadeé with wheat and at once 
twenty-five men were put to work at 25 cents 
an hour unloading her, ‘ihe City of Savan- 
nah, which came. in last week loaded with 
lumber, was relieved to-day by twenty men 
working at 25 cents an hour. The Spread 
Fagle came in from Grafton as usual this 
morning with a good load, which twenty-tive 
negroes began unloading without delay for 
25 cents an hour and the boat 
left at 3 o’clock, the daily scheduled 
time. The Ferd Herold, which arrived from 
Memphis a few days ago, was unloaded yes- 
terday and this morning. The cargo con- 
sisted mostly of the Ferguson Bros,’ railroad 
construction outfit of 200 mules, 60 scrapers, 
100 men and tents, wagons, feed and pro- 
visions for the outfit. When Mr. Ferguson 
learned he could not get the strikers to 
handle his outfit, he asked his mentodo it. 
About twenty negroes finished the work this 
morning and took off a lotof green fishing 
poles. The Bald Eagle will go out to-morrow 
with a light load and a smaillcrew. The 
City of Sheffield, which came in Sunday, 
leaves to-night withasmall number of men. 
Last night the Cherokee left for Memphis 
with a fair crew engaged at $35a month, and 
the Idlewild also puiled out witha good load, 
but short initscrew. The captains are be- 
ginning to depend on the laborers they find 
at landings, as many are to be found along 
the river since the strike began. 

At 11 o’clock to-day George Norton, Presi- 
dent of the Longshoremen’s Union, called 
on Capt. Mason of the Anchor Line 
witha committeeand again presented him 
with an agreement which they asked him to 
sign. Herefusedto sign anythingand told 
the committee he would pay their demands, 
but would not recognize the union nor sign a 
paper pledging the Anchor Line Co. to pay 
certain wages for a specified period unless 
two or three sighatures of other boat owners 
were secured. Aboutfifty men are at work 
unloading and loading the Crystal City, City 
of Providence and y of New 
Orleans. Capt. Mason needs about 200 
men for this work, but the 
‘‘rousters’’ will not go to work without the 
sanction of the committee. 

There is enough work on the levee to-day to 
keep 1,200 men busy several days and only 400 
or less are to be seen working. The majority 
of the laborors are white men and it is said 
they are new faces here and do not under 
stand the business, aby’ boat from theSouth 
and from the upper river brings in new 
men, some oO whom remain with 
the boat, while others are inauced to — the 
ranks of the strikers. Should the strike con- 
tinue another week, itis said, there will be 
twice the number of men here that are 
needed at this season of the year, and if the 
strikers do not succeed om will be com- 
pelled to work for less per hour than they 
received before on account of the competi- 
tion. . 


THE LEVEE QUESTION. 


The Difference Between the River Bills in 
the Senate and House. 


The subject of the improvement of the 
Mississippi River as proposed by the Senate 
bill and by the appropriation in the river and 
harbor billnow before the Houseof Repre- 
sentatives was actively discussed on 


’Change to-day,and it was made evident that 
many of the members were not fully in- 
formed as to the essential difference between 
the two measures. The river and harbor 
bill is, on its face, more liberal to the river 
than the Senate bfll, as it appropriates 
$4,000,000 to the improvement of the 
river, while the Senate bill gives but $3,750,000 
annually. But the objection raised to the 
former Dillis that an indeterminate amount 
can be expended on levee construction, the 
object of which is not to give deep water, but 
to preserve rivate lan while 
the Senate bill devotes the entire amount 
to the improvement of the channel. Letters 
have been received from Washington to the 
effect that many of the Senators who are 
heartily in favor of liberal appropriations for 
the linprovement of the river, are by ho means 
inclined to grant money from -the national

Mr. Harris sent her to her father 
two years ago, but she returned and re- 
mained with him until Oct. 12 last, 
when he cast her adrift, so 
alleged. He pawned her jewelry, and 
fell short of a husband’s ideal in many re- 
spects. Rev. Bower testified that he con- 
tributed tothe support of his daughter and 
her husband since thelr marriage the sum of 
$6,812.23. Hesaw Harris drunk in the posi.

Starvation Horrors Endured by the 
Russian Peasgntry. | 


SELF-DESTRUCTION PREFERRED T0 SLOW 


STARVATION. 


— 


Typical Cases Presented by an Eye-Wit- 
ness—Inhuman Polley of the Russian 
Government—Poverty and Barbarism 
Fostered Through Fear of Growing 
Liberal Ideas—A Sad Recital. 


Lonpon, April5.—A correspondent travel- 
ing through the famine-stricken portions of 
Russia, sends the following, dated Nijini 


Novogorod, March 22: 

In my last dispatch I illustrated by official 
statistics the deplorable economical condi- 
tion.of this province. I will now give an ac- 
count of my own personal observations 
amongthe peasantry in the villages I have 
visited. This can best be done by taking one 
or twotypical instances. Here is a hut with- 
out flooring; as you enter it you tread upon 
the bare ground, There is no fuel, forthe 
‘stove is gone, and the hut. is inadequately 
warmed by a small charcoal brazier. The 
occupants have sold their sheepskins, Their 
monthly allowance of bread lasts them for 
two weeks and a half. Three families have 
sought refuge in this single hut, and burn 
alternately their respective stores of fuel, 
consisting almost exctusively now of the 
roofs of the deserted cabins and the wood- 
work of the huts themselves, Being without 
sheepskins, these famishing peasants are 
unable to seek work, to go begging, or todo 
anything, but sit passively huddled together, 
bemoaning their wretchedness. 

Cases of suicide are common. Here is a 
typical example: A solitary peasant without 
relations or friends, landless and helpless, 
had earned his living for years honestly as a 
sheep herder. He was 51 yearsold. Famine 
overtook his village and he lost his occupa- 
tion. The villagers had no food for them- 
selves, still less for him. Despair seized 
him, and he putan end to his joyless life. 
In another case which was brought to my 
knowledge, the father of a family committed 
suicide in the following circumstances: He 
had failed to obtain work. After starving 
fora fortnight the helplessness of his case 
and the cries of his hungry little ones were 
too much for him. He begged from house to 
house for three days and collected a few 
crusts and a little flour, which he did not 
touch, but gave to his children. He then died 
by his own hand. 

The custom of giving alms ‘‘inthe nameof 
Christ,’’ which is universal in Russia, and is 
one of the most beautiful traits in the char- 
acter of the people, has not proved of much 
availto the destitute this winter. Mendli-

@>.3 are far off, and famished horses arr too 
weak to carry wood from such dista ‘\, 
consequently the peasants have to pu ‘e 
their fuel for heavy prices from the ] 
gentry, and there is no money anywhere. 

These few official words bear witness to. 
hopelessness of the situation. Itis pitiful . 
find the country gentry, the former proprie 
tors of these destitute peasants, playing the 
part of usurers and taking advantage ofthe 
people’s necessities to take them into their 
power. The Jews are being turned out of the 
country, but the worst possible kind of usury 
is still practiced. The attitude ofthe gentry 


toward the distressed peasants isin many 


cases most inhuman. The peasant Js regarded 
simply as motive power, asan agricultural 
implement. When he goestothe gentleman 
for assistance the latter aids himon the fol- 
lowing conditions: Thathe is to work the 
gentieman’s fields before his own and for 
nothing. The peasant often risks losing his 
own crops while he is harvesting for the gen- 
tleman. ; 

In many parts of Nishegorod the peasants 
are living on mushrooms and bread made 
from taresand husks. Anxious to improve 
their condition the peasants of Nishegorod, 
who are amongthe most intelligent in Rus- 
sia, early prepared to face the famine. Many 
ofthem sold all they had and emigrated to 
Siberia and other provinces, but their wan- 
derings seldom brought them to a land of 
promise and in many instances they were 
ordered back totheir native districts by the 
police. The emigration problem in Russia is 
a burning question. Notwithstanding the 
rapid increase of the popalation nothing is 
done toorganize emigration. In fact every 
obstacle is thrown in the way,anc even when, 
after much trouble, the unfortunate peasants 
succeed in getting as far as Tiargum they are 
ey left to starve. The Government 

oes nothing to find them land or settlements 
and the unfortunate exiles wander about like 
sheep without a shepherd, and generally re- 
turn to their native villages poorer and sad- 
der, if not wiser, than when they left, 

The reason of this shameful neglect is two 
fold. Inthe first place, lam convinced from 
what I have seen in the course of my peemey 
through the country thatitis the deliberate 
policy of the government to keep the peas- 
antsina state of barbarism and poverty. 
Anything like culture or improvement is 
dreaded for fear of awakening ideas that 
might be antagonistic to the aristocracy. 
Where the government stops short the coun- 
try gentleman stepsin. It is his aim to keep 
the peasantry ina state of dependence and to 
keep wages of agricultural laborers at the 
lowest possible level. The policy of the coun- 
try gentry, in fact, reminds one forcibly of 
the man who tried to see how little he coulda 
feed his horséon. Asinthe case of the ill- 
starred quadruped, the Russian peasant has 
now practically been reduced to the: starva- 
tion point. 7 

Many of the peasants who were too cautious 
to emigrate sought workin the neighboring 
towns, but hadtoreturn without work and 
penniless to bear the reproaches of their 
starving families, There was no work to be 
found during these hard times. Even inthe 
best of times it would have been dificult to 
find employment forthe enormous numbers 
that went out to seek it. In asingle district 
of this province, where the average annual 
exodus of factory hands and other laborers 
is about 5,000, as many as 14,500 persons leit 
the country in search of work. From these 
figures some idea may be formed of the ex- 
tent to which the labor market has been 
flooded. 

A large proportion of the peasants who 
came to local authorities for traveling pass- 
rts were unable to return to their homes. 
‘hey were so weakand faint thatthe dis- 
trict passport clerks had to feed them to en- 
able them to start. Many stated that they 
had eaten only oncein two days, some only 
once inthreeand others only once in four 
days. Thedoctorofthe Fiftieth District of 
Vassilski reported the peasants presented 
themselves to him looking like living skele- 


ns. 

In many Villages the peasants subsisted on 
the tares and weeds. The case has been to a 
considerable extent met by the Zemstovs in 
distributing corn, but the supply is hope- 
lessly inadequate. The Zemstovs supplied 
the peasantry with seed for their felds, but 
many ate the seed and neglected to sow their 
fields. ‘he prospect of next year’s harvest 
are excellent tn Nishegoroa, and {ndeed all 
over the northern and eastern provinces, for 
in these districts there has been much snow.
